*the price’ was figuerd at $750.00 
per acre. Mr. Knight has handled 
several other large sales in the 
Glades within the past few months. 


“He is a former resident of Pahokee 


and is chairman of the board of 
public instruction of Palm Beach 
County. 

Mr. Hull is one of the area's 
most successful vegetable and cat- 
tle growers and recently bought 
and developed a large farming 
area southeast of Canal Point and 
will continue operating mainly i 
cattle and sugar cane in that area. 

Not released by the buyer, seller 
or realtor, was the name of the 
majority stockholder of the pur- 
chasing corporation. However, of- 
ficial records show that the Hol- 
gate Company, Inc.,’is under the 
direction of John Tiedke of Winter 
Park, Fla., who owns and operates 
Shawnee Farms on the south Side 
of Lake Okeechobee which is the 
largest independent sugar cane 
grower in the area at present. 

The purchasing concern plans to 
use the Hull land for growing 
sugar cane, to be processed through 
the newly proposed $11,000,000 
sugar mill being planned by a 
group of local growers. The miil 
will be erected on a recently pur- 
chased quarter section of land on 
Belle Glade Airport Road just one 
mile east of the old Pahokee-Belle 
Glade highway. 

The new mill will be operated as 
a complete cooperative and will be 
known as “Sugar Cane Growers 
Cooperative of Florida.” They paid 
$100,000 for the mill site.

Don Fishler was the envy of the 
USDA Club members at its regular 
meeting, May 10, at the 

nity Building, Canal Point, 
when he presented an illustrated 
talk about his visit to Colombia, 


one of the United States closest 
Latin erican friends. 
Mr. Fishler, Leader, Cordage 


Fibers Investigations, Everglades 
Experiment Station, who filled an 
assignment for the International 
Cooperation .Administration in 
Colombia last year, discussed r- 
ious aspects of ‘the economy ar 
politics of our South American 
Neighbor. He dwelt at some length 
on the striking contracts to be seen 
between the old and the new. This 
was aptly illustrated by excellent 
kodachrome slides showing mod- 
ern automobiles, trucks and buses 


side-by-side with handcarts and | 


horse-drawn wagons. 


The contrast of the old and new! 


was also apparent in the various 
architectural forms shown in the 
Slides. The skyline of the capitol 
city, Bogota (where the mean 


average temperature is 65 degrees | 


the year-round), with its ultra- 
modern office buildings and apart- 
ment houses, contrasted sharply 
with older parts of the city marked 
with the imprints of the Spanish 
conquistadors. 

The beauty of the scenery of 
Colombia was adequately illustrat- 
ed by Mr. Fishler. The lofty moun- 
tains of the great Andean cordi!l- 
era, which s through Colom- 
bia as well other countries on 
the w coast of South America, 
provided the usual quota of grand 
vistas, forests, waterfalls, streams, 
rivers and iakes. 

Friends of Senior Ismael No- 
guera, who is well known in the 
Florida Everglades, were pleased 
to see slides of him and his family 
in Colombia. 

Mr. Fishler, past president of 
the USDA Club, stated that ne 
was sent to Colombia to assist the 
Colombian government in the ini- 
tiation of a kenaf production pro- 
gram. Fiber from kenaf, a plant 
belonging to the mallow or cotton 
family, is used in the manufacture 
of burlap bags for the transport of 
many agricultural products. He x- 
plained that the ultimate object- 
ive of the Colombian government 
is to become self-sufficient in the 
Production of fiber and the manu- 
facture of bags needed for agri- 
cultural export items, 

Of course, Mr. Fishler, with his 
usual wit, had to remind us all that 
the U. S. has its beauty spots also, 
and showed a few pictures of Oreg- 
on (guess where he is from), and 
a few other scenic places, winding 


up with a few shots of Cuba (be-||
